oftwenly dollars s week for llve performances,
Inoluding attendance at mid-day rehearsals, for
which It bhas pot beoen Lhe ocustom of opara
managers Lo pay, as rohoarsitls were always
U d to be part of the performance. The
detallsof the sitrike whick were glven In yes-
terdny morning's Worid excluslvely It Is only
e to refer to. A lew minutes before Lhe
time assigned on the bR for the performanoce
of the opurn of Romeo and Ghwleila to begin,
the chorus slpgers assembled in solemn oon-
olave bohind the mysile cartaln of the Audamz
and there mnd then resulved, with many hl%
naservations, that they would not Join 1o the

Indsorme ohants assigned them, unless that

mpressurio " Max In volgar terms came down
and pald to them sums of flithy luere or base

resnbacks 1o the tune of fifitean dollars per

iuman being of the ohorus, male and fomale,
And with many high oaths and with solemn

utposs engraved on the sallents of asol Ila-
Tllll, French, German, and Hpanlsh face, did
this' band pledge themsslves to be true, bold,
and firm “*antil death do them part,” or Max
Marelzek gave In andacknowledged the corn,
the audlence In toe meanwhilewalting patiently
in the auditoriuvm, for somesigns of lie from the
domb orchestran, Bul no sign ecame, for Marel-
ok, fearing thut 11 hoe gave way Lo the demand
of the chorus Blngoers for services performed nat
rehearsnls he would then have to comply with
the preospective demand of the orchestra, who
were walting In the leagh, to strike like the
chorus singers, for the green graves of thelr
gires. Ho Lherefore refused Lo comply with Lhe
demand most vigorously, but offered asa soothi-
ing eompromise, to cach and ever ohoras-
sluger, the sum of five dollars in Lhe current
ﬁruubmlu of the season, for the labor at re-

1earsals performed by them, Then did sheoho-
rus singers threaten the lives of any ehorlaters
who, untros to thalr most solemn leagone and
covennnt, would dare Lo acecept the base five
dollars from Maretzek., The audlence were
turned nway, thelr money belng refunded, and
“Romeo' failed to earol his passionate foellngs
to Miss Hauck, the “Juliet’” of the evening,
Liast m[;ht the opera of the Favorita was an-
noun o be sung, but the chorus, in the
language of the venerated 1. R., dld not come
to time. The Zhree Menof Grutli,at the Bowery
Theantre, could not be more Immovable than
they were, Nearly all the seats for Monday,
Tuesday, and Wednoesday evenings had besn
disposed of, and as the money had (o be re-
fonded,there was al onoe a net loss of slx thon-
sand doilars to Mr, Maretzek, who has labsred
under great difficalties In produelng the naw
opera, with costly scenery and appointments,
besldes the money whioh was to have been re-
gelved additionally for tickets and reserved
seats. And thus siands the case st presen!: No
Chorus, no Opera,

Last evening onr reporter visited a saloon
where these ohorus singers do most congregate
—is wine shop and restaurant in the Third ave-
nue, nenr the Academy—no matter where, It
is kept by an Italian,and with the warmn, pas-
slonate love of dirt and grease common to some
persons who bhall trom that land of song and
macearonl, the saloon was in anadmirable state
of confasion and oleaginous disorder. There
were wraits of thevarious operatic celebrilies
hangingarotnd the walls, Alboni, Grisi, Mlolan-
Carvalho, Roger, the great tenor, Rubinl, Karl
Formes, Jenny Lind, Mazxolenl, Plecolomind,
and many moreblrds of song, A few tables, with
d irty lable cloths, around which squads of the
chorus slugers sal, some enting and drinking,
some partaking of the festiveif not intoxi-
cuting Laochryma Christi and Vino Vermouth
At seveniy-five cents toa dollar a bottle, others
playing cards and dominoes, with gutteral ex-
clamations in a foreign wuiua and several
olbers regaling themeelves and thelr listenars
with snatches of operatic melodles, 1he keeper
of the wine sbhop dilspensed mnow and then
to hlscustomers, a8 the orders came, entables
and drinkables with gustio and alacriiy, and
a sickening senpy smellonme from the kitohen.

Four men satl around adeal table, on which
was placed & huf‘ turkey bolled In oll, lanked
by & smoking tureen of soup, In whioh sub-
slance foated sgquare ocut particles of coarse
bread, Of these four one or two were Itallans
from the sunny town of Naples, with fine mus-

hes, black eyes, tawny skin, and_ seedy
alothes, well greased adoording to the Italian
standard, The third wis a nohman, bald
headed, his forehead extending from the aye-
brows to the rear portlon of his skull, between
the earf. The third was a UGerman choruos
slnger, originally from the pleasant litlle
town of Heckamockunatertuyvel am Rhine, These
four men comprised the Purty of Action of the
chorus elngers. As our reporter enlerad, tho
fostive German, who had the alr and manner
of areformed rough, took a plece of bread in
hils Angers ingut It with found emotion,
and ‘A lew moments ¢on mﬂ:ung i, puts
it to his mouth, and tne bread disappears) and
commenced the song of “Glavcus’’ in Jone, In

This vncertainty could not exist longer, It In ne.

cernnry 1o motept frankly the changes which have
taken place ou the other side of the Rhine, and to

The disquiet that has been dispiayed is difflcult of ex-
pianation at a petiod In whiteh France has offered to
the world the mont imposing speotacie of concilistion
und peace. The Unlversal Exposition, where nearly
nll the sovereipnus of Enrope have attended, where the
representatives of the laboring clusses of all conntties
hiave met, hiss drawn closer the Ues of (raternity be-
tween the natlonus,
It han dleapponred, but e traces will leave a deap
impresslon 11{ml| onr age, for, after having majestically
riren, the exhibitlon has not only shone with a mo.
mentary brilllance : it has destroyed a host of preju-
dices and of errors, the shacklos of labor and fotelli-
genee, and the barriers between the diffsrent peoples,
nes woll us the different clamsen of Internntional Batreds,
Those are what the Exhibition has cast behind it; bot
theae incoulestable plodges of concord do not allow us
to dispense with improving the military institations of
France, 1t §s the imperions duty of avery government
tuo fllow progress, independeptly of circumetances,
in all the elements which constiiuie the strength of a
country, and It lx for us & necessity to bring to perfec.
tion the military organization, ns onr weapous are the
anny and navy.

The Trv,it-' t of lnw presented to the Legislative body
divided egnally between the citluens the charges of
recrnitments, That system had appeared so sbhaolute
that mensures have been adopted to diminish s hoar-
Ing., Ninece then 1 bave thought it adyisnble to submit
the important question to your further consideration,
In fael this dig]i‘llli problem cannot be too earefully
Investigated, as {1 tonches great and contradictory in-
terests, My government will propose, now, arrange-
mente, which are only simple modifneations of tho lnws
of 1534. but which achieve the object I have alwaya
had in view—the rednction of the effective strenglh
of the army during peace, and its Incrense doring war.

Ounr conduet copld not partakes of anyihing hostile
tothe independence of Ttaly, and that nation, for a
moment surprised, bas not been long In understand-
ing the dangere thess revolutlonary manifostations
caused to monarchical principles, and the Euaropean
order and calm I8 now almost entirely re-establishod
in the States of the Chureh, and we may 'calcolate the
proximate time when our troops will be recalled. For
tis the Convention of Beptember, 1518, oxists, wo long
as it 8 notrepealed. The relations of Iialy to the
Holy See interests the whole of Eorope, We have
propoged 10 the powers to settle these relations at
conference, aud thus prevent new complications,
Attention has been turned to the Eastern question,
from which the concllintory spirit of the powers re-
moves the irritating differences ot oplnlon that ex-
Isted between thau:ﬁu the pacification of Crate, 1 am
hn p{ to announce that they have agreed on two
principal points, the malntenance of the integrity of
the Ottomnn Empire, und the amelioration of the con-
dition of the Christisns,

Since the last session unlversal snffrage has been
called npon to cleet u third of the membors of the
Councll Generaux, These elections huve been carrled
out with ealmness and lodependence, which have
everywhere demonstrated the good feeling of the
population. The jourmey 1 have made with the Em-
press Lo the east and north of France has afforded the
opportunity for manifestations of nymss).:lh_r whigh
have touehed me profoundly. 1 have besn able to
necertain that nolhing has n able to shake the
confldence the ]mu{)ln ture placed in me, and the at-
tachment they cnlertain towards my dynasty, For
my past, 1 labor incessantly to anticipate their wishes,
The completion of the connegting ronds was re-
fquired the ngricnltnral classes of whom you are
l‘w enlightencd reprecentative. It was an not of fan-
tice—1 should almust say of gratitnde —to satisfy this
want, snd an Inquiry on & large scnhlnpmmrlngi.
{18 solution will be cared for by yon in concert with
my government to sssure the sncdess of this great
mensure, though the situation 18 undonbtedly not fres
from embarrasements,  Industrial and commercial ac-
tivity has slnckened, unoasinesa is general in Burope,
aud f8 o great part«duoe to apprehensions whick the
goord understanding prevalling between the powers,
will enuse to disappear,

The harvest s not good ; denarneds Is Incvitable, and
free trnde can alone secure supplies and lower prices
Bat if these caurea prevent the revenune completely
balancing the estimates of the Budget, the provisions
of the iaws of finance should not be modified, and
wo muy foresee the perfod when a rednction of taxa-
tlon may be taken lito consideration,

The sepsion will be divided by the examination of
Jaws, of which 1 took the Initiative in January last
The time that bas elapsed bas not altered my convie-
tions respecting the utility of these reforms, Doubt-
Jess the wutroduction of new liberties exposes the pub-

If ‘with me you become convineed that this path Is
that of renl progrese nud civilization, let us advance
in that agreement of viows and sentiments, which s &
precious guarantlee of ﬁmbllc welfare. You will I trost,
vole laws which will be submitted to you the' will
contribute to the greatness, wealth and b, ploesa of
the conntry. Formy own part yon may rest asaurod |
will uphuls firnly the power conferred on me, for no
ubstacle nor unjust opposition will shake elther my
courage or my fuith fu the future,
